People have money to 
spend. They accumulated it 
during the previous four 
y ears of bombing , and if 
most of it g oes on essentials, 
there are more of these. 
Soap, salt, sug ar and even 
candy are plentiful ag ain, 
thoug h queues reflect ir­ 
reg ular 
distribution. 
The 
shops carry every thing from 
banjos to radios. 
Food supplies are better 
org anized than they ever 
have been, ironically because 
of the bombing . For instance, 
the central meat market re­ 
mains closed in case the 
raids resume, and instead 
Hanoi has five new district 
food centers. 
People are said to be 
eating better now than in 
living memory . The bombing 
taug ht the 
provinces 
to 
become more self-reliant, so 
that food production became 
more efficient. The fo<^ ra­ 
tion was not lowered in re­ 
cent y ears, this y ear was in­ 
creased. 
The North Vietnamese now 
g et twice as much meat as a 
y ear ag o — two pounds each 
per month, and the same 
amount of fish.

Chicken at 50 cents a pound 
is the most expensive item — 
eg ual to an averag e day ’s 
wag e ~ but prices remain 
constant and rice, at 5 cents 
a pound, is cheap.

Materiail is widely available 
at the moment, and stores

My daughter had an accident while test- 
driv ing a used car. We now find out that 
most auto dealers do not carry collision or 
liab Uity 
or 
property 
damage 
insurance. 
Ev erything must b e cov ered b y our insurance 
company. How ab out that? —D.S., Lincoln 


ACTION liINE: You are taking a risk 
when you road-test a v ehicle that does not 
b elong to you. Most people simply assume 
that the dealer has insurance and that they 
are cov ered in the ev ent of an accident. 
Although no law requires it, most dealers 
do carry insurance for their own protection, 
since, under Neb raska law, the car owner 
is financially responsib le for property damage. 
Not all dealers hav e such cov erage, howev er, 
and few people ask ab out it b efore test-driv ing 
a v ehicle. 
Experts in the field of motor v ehicle in­ 
surance and liab ility told ACTION LINE that 
in some cases there are specific exclusions 
in cov erage under any policy. For example, 
a car driv en without the owner’s consent 
might not b e cov ered b y the owner’s policy. 
Likewise, a car driv en b y anyone under 20 
without a licensed adult in the auto might 
not b e cov ered. 
Dealers v ary in their attitude toward 
financial responsib ility, according to research 
b y ACTION LINE. Some feel the driv er ought 
to pay the deductib le amount specified in 
the insurance policy if he is at fault. And 
since few dealers carry collision cov erage, 
a dealer might hold the driv er responsib le 
for damage to a car taken out on a test 
driv e. 
In a property damage accident or one 
inv olv ing an injury, b oth the driv er and the 
owner of the v ehicle must furnish proof of 
financial responsib ility. Both can b e sued. 
The liab ility policies most dealers carry 
are considered primary insurance, meaning 
that regardless of other insurance cov erage, 
the policy pays aU ob ligations. But a dealer 
can receiv e a 5% return on his premium 
through a special endorsement which some 
dealers add to their policies. It prov ides that 
if the driv er of the auto b eing tested has 
insurance which wiU cov er accident damage, 
then the dealer’s policy will b e considered 
secondary insurance, paying only claims in 
excess of those paid b y the test driv er’s com­ 
pany.

New Town, N.D. — This 
thriv ing community of ap­ 
proximately 2,000 people on 
the sparsely populated roll­ 
ing plains of northwestern 
North Dakota has a name 
that literally describ es it. 
It is a new town, created 
less fhan 20 years ago when 
the U.S. Army 
Corps 
of 
Engineers b uilt giant Gar­ 
rison 
Dam 
across 
the 
Missouri Riv er in central 
North Dakota and flooded 
two small communities — 
Sanish and Van Hook.

seems to hav e disappeared,

New 
Town 
residents.

are forced to relocate. 
Frank Tr'aynor and Morris 
Aub ol are 
of the foimd- 
ing fathers of New Town, 86 
miles directly south of Sas­ 
katchewan 
Prov ince, 
Can­ 
ada, along the 
e d g e of the 
Garrison Res­ 
erv oir, m o r e 
c o m m o n l y 
known as Lake 
Sakakawea. 
T ra yn or, a 
retired 
hard­ 
ware and im- 
Traynor 
plement deal­ 
er, was a b usinessman in 
Van Hook. Auib ol, the Ford 
and John Deere dealer in 
New Town, was in b usiness 
in Sanish. 
Just as there are discus­ 
sions in Neb raska now on 
whether

Platte R i v e r 
or whether a

In fact, b oth Traynor and 
Aub ol still feel today that it

and Aub ol were among the 
m en of Sanish and Van Hook 
who sat db wn to decide what 
they should do.

Hook formed a pub lic, non­ 
profit 
corporation 
called 
Sanish-Van Hook Relocation 
Corp. Inc., Aub ol stdd. 


With $20,000 raised b y a 
$1,000 contrib ution from each 
man, the c o r p o r a t i o n 
purchased a quarter-section 
of land for $12,000 for New 
Town. 
The Corps of Engineers 
surv eyed and platted the new 
town and the corporation sold 
lots 
to 
residents 
a n d 
b usinessmen in Sanish and 
Van Hook. 
With 
the 
$8,000 
excess 
capital 
and 
the 
$50,000 
^'profit” made through sale 
of New Town lots, the cor­ 
poration purchased another 
70 acres of land to add to the 
town and another quarter- 
section east of town for a 
municipal airport.

Resident! of the two old 
towns also had to go to Con­ 
gress for special legislation 
and appropriations to pay 
part of the expenses of the 
mov e. 
The reserv oir would hav e 
flooded only ab out half of 
Van Hook, and it took a 
special appropriation for the 
corps to purcha» se the entire 
town, Aub ol said. 
Harland F. Jo®ephson, real 
estate project manager for 
the corps at Riv erdale, near 
the site of Garrison Dam, 
said another prob lem area 
was schools. 
Both Sanish and Van Hook 
had schoolhouses that were 
b uilt in the early 1900’s with

Town at a cost of $424,33,3. 
George P. Craft, Garrison

As is stilJ corps policy, 
former owners were giv en

o u s sy stem. It reliev es him 
o f a lo t o f n eedless fu ssin g 
a n d argu in g. 
It giv es him a 
sen se 
o f 
se- 
c u r i t y ; he 
k n o ws what to 
e x p e c t an d 
when 
to 
ex ­ 
p ect it. Less 
is left to his 
in decisio n an d 
his 
w h i m s .

With man y p aren ts, the child 
n ev er k n o ws what to ex p ect. 
On e min u te he gets to o rigid 
a discip lin e, an d the n ex t to o 
great an in du lgen ce, an d so 
he n ev er k n o ws where he 
stan ds. 
As Dr. Ben jamin Sp o ck has 
said, p aren ts slwu ld n o t k eep 
ask in g a child if he wo u ld 
lik e to go to bed o r wo u 'ld 
lik e to hav e a bath o r wo u ld 
lik e to hav e his su p p er. They 
sho u ld simp ly say it is time 
n o w fo r su i>i>er o r go in g to 
bed. 
Often when a child do es n o t 
wan t to do so methin g su ch as 
go in g to bed, resistan ce can 
easily be o v erco me, n o t by a 
head-o n co llisio n an d the ex ­ 
ertio n o f au tho rity , bu t by a 
game. A do ll may hav e to be 
bathed o r p u t to bed, o r the 
child m ay be en ticed in to a 
race with 
the 
m o ther 
o r 
an o ther child to see who can 
get u p stairs an d in to bed 
first. 
Small 
c h i l d r e n 
arc 
fo rtu n ate when they are p u t 
to bed early . They get n ee<l- 
ed rest, as do es the mo ther. 
She also gets a chan ce to 
v isit with her hu sban d. 
One of the great sorrows of 
childhood comes from the fact 
that most mothers do not 
seem 
to 
know 
that 
the 
healthier a child is and the 
more intelligent and likely to 
succeed in this world, the 
more activ e he is, and the 
more likely to get ev ery thing 
so as to ex amine it and per­ 
haps pull it apart. 
Ho w wo n derfu l it is when a

ed this jolting reality as

Vatican from Sao Paulo. 
Two monks of the 750-year- 
old order were first trapped 
by a police phone tap, along 
with nine seminarians, then 
used as decoys in the killing 
of a veteran Communist, 58- 
year-old Carlos Marighela. 
Under police pressure the 
monks 
turned 
s t a t e ’ s 
evidence and betrayed the 
master planner who 
last 
September 
kidnaped 
U.S. 
Ambassador 
C. 
B u r k e 
Elbrick. 
Ex plo iting mo nks a s Co m­ 
munist a g ents sta rted a mo ng 
the Buddhists in Nepa l a nd 
Cey lo n a nd sprea d to So uth 
Vietna m. But this is the first 
time tha t a Ro ma n Ca tho lic 
o rder ha s been penetra ted. 
The Dominicans have 9,578 


members 
throughout 
the 
world, two-thirds of them 
priests, 
gathered 
in 
612 
houses, 
their g r e a t e s t 
philosopher, 
St. 
Thomas 
Aquinas, p r o v i d e d the 
church’s basic doctrines, and 
they are the fifth order in 
numbers. 
Sao Paulo police placed a 
tap on the telephone of the 
Dominican monastery and 
caught one monk telephoning 
to the secret Communist 
headquarters. Arrested, he 
involved another monk, the 
novices of the order, and 
reportedly a whole network 
of 
engineers, 
journalists, 
students and sympathizers.

teachings and the press.” 
Paul flew two years ago to 
a Eucharistie congress in Col­ 
ombia, and is closely in touch 
with the social tensions of the 
South American continent.

Social 
Security -M edicare 
t a x e s 
amounting to a max imum of 
4.8% of our $7,800 in earn­ 
ings—or 
a 
max imum

$374.40. This sum is matched 
by our employ ers. You, the 
self-employ ed indiv idual pay 
a max imum of $538.20. 
Under 
Nix on’s 
proposal, 
y our max im um tax 
as

worker would rise to $459 in 
1972, when y our wage base 
would rise to $9,000. As a

And this would be only the 
beginning, for e v e r y two 
y ears, the w a g e situation 
would be rev iewed and the 
Social Security wage base 
would be raised in proportion 
to the nation’s ov erall wage 
increases. 
Let’s assum e wages rose a 
‘ ‘ c on serv ativ e” 
annual 
av erage of 5% ov er the nex t 
two decades. Here’s a table,

How does any body dare ta 
propose such steep tax in- 
creases (and mind y ou, these 
sums m ust be matched by 
em ploy ers)? 
Because 
a 
fundamental 
principle 
of 
our 
Social 
Security Sy stem is that the 
benefits 
we 
receiv e 
be 
related at least distantly to 
the wages we earned during 
our 
working 
y ears. 
And 
benefit lev els, which are up 
to date with our liv ing stan­ 
dards and liv ing costs just 
can’t be paid out of obsolete 
tax collections. With today ’s 
wage base of $7,800, only ap­ 
prox im ately 
77% 
of 
our 
earnings are tax ed for Social 
Security , compared to 97% in 
the 1930s when the wage base 
was only $3,000. Ev en at a 
wage base of $9,000 in 1972, 
only about 78% of all earn­ 
ings would be tax ed. 


And, because inflation and 
the rise in our liv ing stan­ 
dards hav e steadily widened 
the gap between what Social 
Security benefits will buy 
and the way most of us en­ 
v ision liv ing in retirement, 
beneficiaries can’t ev eii af­

A 33-ycar-old r o o k i e may seem 
somewhat rare in any sport, but PBA 
bowler Tom Delutz feels he’s got plenty 
of time to capitalize on the situation. 
‘‘I started bowling in 19 62, and I’ve 
only been on the tour since June so I’m 
not ex pecting anything right off tbe bat,” 
says Delutz, who nevertheless has finished 
in the money in five of 16 tournaments. 
'The Queens Village, N.Y., native ar- 
rived in town Tuesday as the PBA circuit 
makes its first Lincoln stop ever in the 
$32,000 Lincoln Open at Hollywood Bowl. 
“ I used to be a golfer,” Delutz says. 
“I always wanted to get on the PGA 
circuit, but in my prime days, Negroes 
were disallowed. I make no big deal of 
it because, after all, if you’re good enough 
now, you make it. 
“Charlie Sifford broke the ice in 19 62, 
I think,” Delutz recalls. “I had almost 
quit the game a year or two earlier. I 
play 
just 
about 
everything 
but 
golf 
anymore.” 


Delutz, however, still manages to play 
a few rounds on the tour. “I haven’t got 
as good a touch anymore though,” he 
says. ‘‘The big golfer on the tour is Stef 
(Jim Stefanich). We’ve played a couple 
of rounds together. 
“He’s as bi g a hustler as I thought 
I was,” Delutz adds. “ One time I think 
I shot a 73 and 74, and he shot 69 , 70. 
That’s tough to beat when you don’t play 
regularly.” 
Delutz, who spent his undergraduate 
years 
at 
Kentucky 
State 
College 
in 
Frankfort, earned a m asters degree in 
chemistry at the University of Illinois. 
Since his departure from full-time 
golf, which once earned him a teaching 
position and an assistant pro post, Delutz 
has 
been an 
assistant super m arket 
manager, a high school chemistry and 
biology teacher and a self-proclaimed 
“hustler” in just about anything. 
He’s versatile. At Kentucky State, he 
was 
a

soaking 
w e t ’ ’ 


quarterback starter, a basketball starter, 
top man on the golf team and the “ second 
best tennis player.” 
“The school w'as small,” he em­ 
phasizes. “ It wasn’t that big of a deal 
to be a good athlete. The enrolment was 
about 2,000, if that. One of my big games 
now is pool. I got started bowling on 
a personal challenge. You can alw’ays bowl. 
Buzz Fazio’s 63, and he’s still cashing well.” 
Delutz needed three years to produc e 
in 
bowling. 
By 
19 65 
he 
was 
t he 
Metropolitan Bowler of the Year in the 
New York City area. “ When I started 
getting ink in the New York Times,” he 
says, "1 felt this is where I belong.” 
Bowling, however, is more of an av(K*a- 
lion than full-time job. Delutz is a district 
supervisor and field representative for 
United 
Computer 
Industries, 
w hi c h 
operates out of New York 
“ I feel I live'comfortably from that.” 
says Delutz. “They also sponsor mo, so 


1 don’t feel like I’m really struggling yet. 
A pro bowler is just like a pro golfer, 
though. He’s got to live on a strict budget, 
or ho can got himself in trouble easily.” 
The author of seven 300 games, two 
of which have been rolled in sanctioned 
play, Dolutz says he has learned more 
in four months of bowling on the tour 
than he had over learned before. 


“i found out that once I was on that 
tour that 1 didn’t know how to bowl.” 
Dclutz says. “There’s a tremendous ad- 
justinoiil involved from house to house. 
guy has to have a certain type of ball 
to make that adjustment. 
“ 1 remember my first tournament m 
Redwood City, Calif.,” he recalls. “ I was 
so loose during warmups 1 thought I ought 
to average about ‘240 or 250, but once 
the bell rings, you’re in a different situa­ 
tion. It’s like being thrown into a pack 
ot wolves. That {>articular house was easy. 
I averaged 21G, and didn’t even survive 
the final cut.”

Where are the ducks? 
More and more Nebraska scattergunners are asking 
this question, prayerfully hoping that the big migrations 
will begin before the door slams shut on the 19 69 duck 
season on Nov. 26. 
They have not as yn , although they are in the 
wings waiting to come on stage. Reports froirf the Cana­ 
dian prairie provinces indicate that the weather has 
been too nice to force the migrants to move in the 
big 
numbers 
that 
spells 
good 
duck 
hunting 
to 
Nebraskans. 
Wally West, Ducks Unlimited biologist at Winnipeg, 
made a survey last weekend and reports huge con­ 
centrations of mallards feeding in the fields all the 
way from eastern Manitoba to Brandon in the west. 
Gordon Kerr, chief biologist at Edmonton, said that 
most Alberta marshes were frozen but lots of mallards 
are still on the big waters and fields all the way from 
Edmonton to the southern border. 
“There is a big build-up of mallards in the Brooks- 
Lethbridge area,” he said. “Pintails and mallards had 
an ex cellent hatch.” 
Jim m y Robinson of Sports Afield magazine reports 
that the tem perature is around 40-45 degrees during 
the daytime in western Canada, but most of the smaller 
sloughs are frozen. “Hie soil is saturated in all parts 
of western Canada,” he said. 
Jerry Townsend, DU biologist at The Pas (450 miles 
northwest of Winnipeg), said that mallards and bluebills 
had pulled out of his area last week, and that “huge 
concentrations” are now between The Pas and Winnipeg. 
He says “tens of thousands” of ducks are still on the 
open waters in southern Manitoba. 
So far Nebraska waterfowling has been a “ good 
and bad” proposition. On a given day it will be terrific, 
but on the nex t it will be nothing. North of us the 
shooting has been ex cellent. Minnesota and North and 
South Dakota hunters are knee deep in ducks, but in 
the Comhusker State the shooting has been at local 
ducks and a dribble of migrants. 
The season ends Nov. 26 east of Highway 83, and 
on Nov. 19 west of that line. The special point system 
season runs Dec. 13 - Jan. 4.

R eclamation, Fager worked 
the last four years under 
State Department auspices 
on the Mekong R iver project 
in Thailand and Laos. Living 
in Bangkok, he studied the 
land 
uses 
and 
economic 
aspects of construction of 
what would be the key pro­ 
ject on the Mekong R iver 
system 
— 
a 
dam 
and 
reservoir on the Pa Mong 
R iver north 
of Vientiane, 
Laos, on ihe Thai-Laotian 
border. 
The Meko ng Riv er, o f cen­ 
tra l eco no mic impo rta nce to 
the 
fo ur 
co untries 
o f 
Tha ila nd, 
La o s, 
Ca mbo dia 
a nd So uth Vietna m, is the 
tenth la rg est in the wo rld, 
but v irtua lly no eco no mic use 
is being ma de o f its po ten­ 
tia l.

Americans and agricultural 
and technical experts from a 
number of oUier free coun­ 
tries.

While the Tha is ha v e been 
stro ng ly

under a ny co lo nia l po wer, 
they a re ex periencing

a ctiv ity

a rea s no w. They a rc co n­

Fa g er, they sa y little a bo ut 
it. 
The Thais are, by nature, 
he feels, a warm, outgoing 
friendly people, who smile 
often and greet you whether 
or not they know you.
